The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of 
Patel (US 4,208,186, US 4,228,126, US 4,276,190) or Ivory (US 4,298,348), which teaches 
changing forms of diacetylenic monomer component of the shelf-life monitoring system from 
inactive to active by recrystallization from melt, vapor or solution, specifically indicates 
changing crystalline form of the monomer component. Thus, the instant invention is distinct 
from the prior art, since the monomer component of the instant invention retains its crystal 
structure.
